The importance of EMIS was reiterated in the Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan programme launched in 
2001 which aims to achieve universal primary education by 2007 and elementary education by 
2010. Unlike DPEP, SSA covers the entire elementary education and all the districts of the country. 
SSA envisages developing community owned transparent educational management informa- 
tion system. Strengthening MIS was one of the important pre-project activities of the SSA for 
which the Government of India has provided funds to all the districts covered under the SSA. 


Гат happy to note that the DISE has now emerged as a sustainable and viable system for 
revitalization of school level educational statistics in India. About 462 districts in as many as 
eighteen states have adopted DISE that was initiated in 42 districts in 7 states in 1994. The Gov- 
ernment of India envisage that the existing manual collection of information system will be 
gradually replaced by DISE апа the information generated through it will be accorded ће 
status of official statistics. It is heartening to note that the coverage of DISE has already been 
expanded to many non-DPEP districts in the DPEP states. We envisage that in a year or two all 


the districts of the country would adopt DISE. 


Over the years, the analysis of DISE data has provided valuable insights into various aspects of 
programme implementation with a special focus on issues related to access and retention. The 
analysis of time series and cross-sectional data at various levels has facilitated the identification 
of key issues to be addressed through district plans. NIEPA has also been reviewing the efficacy 


of DISE to meet the increasing requirements for planning and management of SSA. This has 


resulted іп major revisions of ОБЕ over the years. The latest revision was initiated during 2001 
data collection phase with the system being extended to schools imparting education up to the 
upper primary stage. For the first time, comprehensive data on individual teachers, medium of 
instruction, incentives, students flow, students with disabilities and many more variables was 
provided through the DISE. 


The present volume presents Analytical Tables & State Report Cards on hundreds of variables for 
all the eighteen DPEP states for the year 2002-03. District Report Cards (Volume | & II); 2002-03 
have already been published. The information presented in the volume is particularly valuable 
for implementing educational programmes in the decentralized context. | am confident that 
this set of data will be shared widely and would be used in planning elementary education at 
different levels. | hope that data users, researchers and development planners interested in 
Indian educational system would find the volume useful.

years is our Constitutional commitment. The 
Government of India has initiated a number 
of programmes to achieve the goal of 
Universalisation of Elementary Education 
(UEE) among which the Sarva Shiksha 
Abhiyan (SSA) is the most recent one. It aims 
at achieving universal primary education by 
2007 and universal elementary education by 
2010. For successful implementation of any 
programme concerning elementary 
education, effective monitoring coupled with 
efficient information system is essential. While 
monitoring framework under SSA is being 
developed, efforts have been made in 
strengthening Educational Management 
Information System (EMIS) in India. 


A number of Government and semi- 
government agencies are involved in the 
collection of information on educational 
variables. Among them the Department of 
Secondary & Higher Education of the Ministry 
of Human Resource Development (MHRD), 
Government of India is the main agency 
responsible for the collection of numeric 
information on regular basis. The MHRD 
Collects information from all the recognized 
institutions of the country annually with 30" 
September as its reference date; school 
being the unit of collection. On the other 
hand, the National Council of Educational 
Research and Training (NCERT) also collects

its unit of collection. The Seventh Survey, with 
September 30, 2002 as its date of reference, 
is currently under implementation, results of 
which are still awaited. On the other hand, a 
number of semi-governmental agencies like 
the National Sample Survey Organization 
(NSSO), Census of India and International 
Institute for Population Studies (National 
Family Health Survey) also collect information 
on a few educational variables from time to 
time as part of their household sample 
surveys. 


Indian education system is one of the largest 
systems in the world that caters the need of 
more than 1,026 million people. Keeping in 
view its size, the information system has its 
own limitations, which can be distributed 
under the administrative and non- 
administrative limitations. Some of these 
limitations are: (i) multiple data collection 
agencies; (ii) multiple directorates involved in 
data collection and lack of coordination 
among them: (iii) lack of understanding of 
the concept and definitions of the 
educational statistics; (iv) lack of adequate 
staff at different levels; (v) lack of qualified 
and trained staff specially at the lower levels; 
(vi) problems in distribution and collection of 
data-capture formats; (vii) lack of district- 
specific time-series data; (viii) time-lag in 


data; (ix) reliability of 
education data; (x) data 
gaps; (xi) lack of 
equipments (computers) 
at lower levels; (xii) 
creation of new districts 
and changes in 
boundaries of the existing 
districts; (xiii) poor 
dissemination and 
utilization of data; and 
(xiv) lack of accountability

decision making. The MHRD, 
as a part of the DPEP 
national endeavour, 
decided to design and

limitations, the school statistics form the basis 
of planning, monitoring and evaluation of 
various dimensions of education, in general, 
and primary and elementary education, in 
particular. 


Sporadic attempts have been made in the 
past to develop a computerized educational 
management information system in India.

Primary Education Programme (DPEP) is 
apparently one of the sincerest ones. Most of 
the earlier attempts at the Central and State 
Governments failed to sustain and as such 
the overall situation remained a matter of 
concern. 


At the time of initiating DPEP in 1994, it was 
felt that a sound information system is 
essential for successful monitoring and 
implementation of the programme. It was 
also realized that to strengthen educational 
statistical database for planning and 
management in a decentralized framework, 
an innovative model is needed. It was 
expressed that DPEP, with a focus on 
decentralized planning, required school level 
information which is up-to-date, reliable and 
is available soon after its collection, 
reiterating further that decentralization of 


computerized information 

system, the main 
responsibility for which was entrusted to 
NIEPA, New Delhi. 


In this background, a pilot project for 
revitalization of educational statistics in India 
was initiated at МЕРА during 1995 with the 
financial assistance from UNICEF. The project 
was to examine issues related to data needs 
identification, processes and procedures for 
data collection, developing a framework for 
data flows and computerization, and 
facilitating the use of educational indicators 
in planning, management, monitoring and 
evaluation. Such a comprehensive and 
integrated approach was necessitated by 
ће fact that the then existing system could 
not provide the school level data in time and 
that it was highly limited in scope and 
Coverage. Similarly, the use of educational 
statistics for planning and monitoring in the 
decentralized framework was also minimal. 
There were no systematic checks on the 
internal consistency of data, Data on many 
critical variables/indicators was either not 
collected at all or was not processed to 
facilitate decision-making. 


In tune with the spirit of DPEP, the district was 
selected as a nodal point for collection, 
computerization, analysis and use of school 
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level data. МЕРА professionals with the 
involvement of other experts designed and 
developed the core Data-Capture Formats. 
Accordingly, NIEPA designed software for 
implementation at the district level and 
provided the necessary technical and 
professional support to DPEP districts. The first 
version of the software, named as District 
Information System for Education (DISE) was 
released during the middle of 1995. The 
district level professionals were assisted and 
trained in the establishment of EMIS units. The 
first major review of the DISE was undertaken 
during 1997-98. The software was later

Despite all these significant achievements, 
inadequate utilization of data remains the 
major area of concern. Over time data 
utilization is improved which is also reflected 
in the District Elementary Education Plans 
developed recently under the aegis of Sarva 
Shiksha Abhiyan, but there is still scope for 
further improvement. States have been 
encouraged to organize sharing workshops 
at block, district and state levels. Lack of 
proper dissemination of DISE data at the 
state level is another major area of concern. 


DISE 2003: Coverage 


Initially, 42 districts across seven DPEP phase- 
one states, namely Assam, Haryana, 
Karnataka, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, 
Maharashtra and Tamil Nadu were covered 
under DISE. The number of districts covered 
gradually increased with the expansion of 
the DPEP as the districts covered under 


plans across the DPEP states. 


At the time when the Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan 
Programme was launched in 2001, the scope 
of DISE was extended to the entire 
elementary level of education and coverage 
was also extended to all the districts of the 
country. The Government of India too 
decided that slowly the manual system of 
data collection will be replaced by the DISE 
and the statistics generated through it would 
be accorded the status of the Official 
Statistics. It is worth here to mention that one 
of the important pre-project activities under 
the Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan Programme was 
to strengthen the management information 
system, for which funds were provided to 
districts covered under SSA. In view of this, a 
number of DPEP states have expanded the 
coverage of DISE to the non-DPEP districts of 
their state but the system is yet to be 
adopted by the non-DPEP states. Non-DPEP 
states together have 106 districts, of which 56 
districts are located in the North-Eastern part 
of the country. NIEPA is committed to provide 
professional and software support. 
Accordingly, it has organized a number of 
Capacity Building workshops, both for the 
DPEP and non-DPEP states. It is expected that 
all the remaining states and districts will 
adopt DISE in the year that follows.

The State Report Cards are based on the 
school level data provided by the State 
Project/Mission Directors to the Elementary 
Education Bureau of the MHRD. The data are 
first cross-checked and validated at the 
District and then at the State level. After the 
state is satisfied with the quality and reporting 
of the data, it is submitted to the national 
level for final analysis and reporting to various 
project management agencies/bodies and 
also for dissemination at the national level. In 
addition to the DISE data provided by the 
State Project Offices, the State Report Cards 
also report selected data from the Census of 
India (2001). More specifically, the State 
Report Cards contain information on the 
following important areas of elementary 
education: 


а) Population, literacy and sex ratio; 


b) Key data on elementary education in 
terms of the number of schools, 
enrolment, and teachers classified by 
school category and school 
management, so also in respect of rural 
areas; 


c) Grade-wise and level-wise enrolment in 
each state; 


d) Examination results for the previous 
academic session for the terminal class at 


primary and upper primary levels of 
education; 


e) Classrooms categorized into good 
condition, requiring minor 
and major repairs by 
school category;

Few states have covered these schools while 
others may not have fully done so. The data 
presented and indicators constructed in the 
document are entirely based upon the data 
as received from the states. 


Besides, some schools have not responded at 
all to all the classificatory variables like 
management, year of establishment, rural/ 
urban classification, school category, building 
status, academic and professional 
qualifications for teachers, caste and sex 
code for teachers. Wherever possible, efforts 
are made to analyze the data by excluding 
the no response values. In some Tables, the 
non-responses are also shown separately. 
However, in some cases, the ‘no responses’ 
are explicit from the Tables and hence the 
totals may not match across various Tables 
due to different number of no responses. In 
Cross tabulation analysis, the no responses are 
excluded,

such as GER and NER may 
not present the true picture of 
Universalisation. 


Another important limitation of the data Is its 
incomplete reporting of the school age 
population, which is very crucial in assessing 
the progress towards universal elementary 
education. It is observed that information 
received on this aspect through the Village 
Data-Capture Format in many cases is either 
incomplete or simply not reported. Because 
of the limitations in the enrolment data 
reported above and absence of reliable 
school age population, indicators such as 
GER and NER have not been constructed, 


The indicators presented in the document 
should, therefore, be viewed in the light of 
above limitations. Needless to mention that 
the total number of schools covered under 
DISE 2003 and enrolment reported in Classes | 
-V and VI-VIII may not match well with the 
other sources of data. The limitations are 
applicable to all indicators, especially 
enrolment-based indicators and to all tables 
presented in the document. However, 
despite all these limitations, the indicators 
presented give enough indication about 
different aspects of UEE in a particular state 
and also the country as a whole, as it 
presents the average of as many as 461 of 
the 593 districts.

Brief analysis of each of 
these indicators is presented below. 


Number of Schools 


Of the data collected from as many as 
8,53,601 schools from 461 districts across 18 
states, 87 per cent schools are located in the 
rural areas. A cursory look at the distribution 
of schools reveals that almost similar pattern 
is in existence in most of the states as 
majority of schools are in the rural areas. The 
highest number of schools is reported from 
Uttar Pradesh (1,19,443) followed by Andhra 
Pradesh (87,575), Madhya Pradesh (85,225), 
Orissa (81,154) etc. and the lowest in Kerala 
(11,964) followed by Himachal Pradesh 
(14,778), Uttaranchal (17,224), Jharkhand 
(21,238) etc. The states of Gujarat, Haryana 
and Maharashtra, which did not report data 
from all the districts are not considered in this 
comparison. 


The number of schools distributed by 
category also reveals that 70.71 per cent of 
the total schools are independent Primary 
Schools, followed by Primary integrated with 
Upper Primary (15.41 per cent), Upper 
Primary only (5.96 per cent), Upper Primary 
integrated with Secondary and Higher 
Secondary (4.14 per cent) and Primary 
integrated with Upper Primary, Secondary 
and Higher Secondary (2.18 per cent) 
Schools. It has also been observed that 
different states have different share of 
Primary schools to the total schools. For 
example, of the total number of schools in 
ће state, Uttar Pradesh has as many as 83.54 
per cent Primary schools compared to 50.23 
per cent Primary schools in Karnataka, 82.87 
per cent in West Bengal, only 54.51 per cent 
in Kerala and in rest of the states, the 
respectively percentage of Primary schools 
varies between 60 to 80 per cent. 
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The distribution further reveals that the 
percentage of Primary schools integrated 
with Upper Primary schools is only 15.41 and 
The rest types of schools have a very low 
percentage to the total schools. However, in 
states like Karnataka, about 44 per cent 
Primary schools are integrated with the 
Upper Primary schools and the percentage is 


as low as 0.99 per cent in West Bengal, 
followed by 1.60 per cent in Uttar Pradesh 
and 1.99 per cent in Himachal Pradesh. 
Assam (2.39 per cent), Uttaranchal (2.75 per 
cent), Orissa (12.24 Per cent), Madhya 
Pradesh (16.35 per cent) etc. too have only a 
few Primary schools integrated with the 
Upper Primary schools. 


It further reveals that only 5.96 per cent of the 
total schools that impart elementary 
education in the country are independent 
Upper Primary schools. However, in a few 
states like Assam (15.29 per cent), 
Chhattisgarh (13.67 per cent), Himachal 
Pradesh (10.77 per cent), Madhya Pradesh 
(12.05 per cent), Uttar Pradesh (13.95 per 
cent) and Uttaranchal (18.87 per cent), the 
percentage of such schools is a bit higher 
than the national average of 461 districts.

Location of Schools 


It is observed that only 26.58 per cent Primary 
schools are located within one km from the 
CRC compared to 32.85 per cent schools 
located more than 5 km from the СРС. Of 
the total 8,53,601 schools imparting 
elementary education in the country, 30.41 
per cent are located more than 5 km from 
the CRC; 18.50 per cent Primary schools are 
located within 5 km. from the Block HQ 
compared to 27.38 per cent schools located 
between 5 to 10 km and 54.11 per cent 
beyond 10 km. 


School Management 


More than 86 per cent of the total 8,53,601 
schools/sections are under government 
managements that include Department of 
Education (61.06 per cent), Local Bodies 
(20.61 per cent) and schools run by the Tribal 
Welfare Department (4.38 per cent). About 
12 per cent schools have the private 
managements that include both the Private 
Aided (4.96 per cent) and Private Unaided 
(6.74 per cent) schools. 


For instance, 
Assam (88.05 per cent), Bihar 
(96.23 per cent), Himachal Pradesh (93.08 per 
cent), Jharkhand (92.76 per cent), Orissa 
(85.84 per cent) and West Bengal (90.30 per 
cent) are a few states that have more than 
85 per cent such schools. 


The category-wise distribution of schools (all 
schools) run by the Department of Education 
shows that on an average 66.21 per cent of 
the total primary schools in the country are 
being run by the Department of Education 
itself. A cursory look, however, reveals that in 
many states, such schools are above 95 per 
cent of the total Primary schools. In Bihar, 
more than 98 per cent of the total Primary 
Schools are being run by the Department of 
Education. But in states like Andhra Pradesh 
(12.29 per cent), Kerala (38.06 per cent) and 
Tamil Nadu (13.47 per cent), the percentage 
of primary schools run by the Department of 
Education is much lower than the national 
average of 66.21 per cent. 


On the other hand, 72.72 per cent of the 
total independent Upper Primary schools 
(50,878) of the country are being run by the 
Department of Education. In Assarn (79.81 
per cent), Bihar (96.41 per cent), Himachal 
Pradesh (99.31 per cent), Jharkhand (92.31 
per cent), Orissa (73.44 per cent), Rajasthan 
(80.66 per cent), Tamil Nadu (79.33 per cent), 
Uttar Pradesh (84.82 per cent) and 
Uttaranchal (84.82 per cent) majority of 
independent Upper Primary Schools are 
being run by the Department of Education.

But in states 
like Assam (96.38 per cent), Bihar (97.94 per 
cent), Jharkhand (94.98 per cent), Orissa 
(89.66 per cent) and West Bengal (83.05 рег 
cent), majority of Primary integrated with the 
Upper Primary schools are being run by 
Department of Education. On the other 


hand, rest of the states have only a few 
Primary integrated Upper Primary schools 
being run by the Department of Education. 
Almost similar trend is noticed in the case of 
Upper Primary integrated with the Secondary 
and Higher Secondary schools run by the 
Department of Education. It is also noticed 
that Tamil Nadu, which has only 11.43 per 
cent Primary integrated with the Upper 
Primary schools has about 62 per cent Upper 
Primary integrated with Secondary and 
Higher Secondary schools being run by the 
Department of Education. 
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(b) Tribal Welfare Department 

On the other hand, only 4.38 per cent of the 
total 8,53,601 schools are being run by the 
Tribal Welfare Department. Except in the 
States of Chhattisgarh (35.48 per cent) and 
Madhya Pradesh (20.58 per cent), in all other 
states the percentage of schools being run 
by the Tribal Welfare Department is much 
lower than the national average of 4.38 per 
cent. Almost similar percentage share is 
noticed in case of the other type of schools 


also. Further, it has also been observed that 
of the total 6,01866 Primary schools, only 4.59 
per cent schools have the Tribal Welfare 
Department as its management. The highest" 
percentage of schools run by the Tribal 
Welfare Department is that of the 
independent Upper Primary schools (8.79 per 
cent). An interesting point that has been 
noticed is that the Tribal Welfare Department 
has its presence in all the states which is by 
and large also true for different categories of 
Schools. 


(с) Local Воду Management 
As many as 20.61 per cent of the total 
schools have the Local Body managements 
which is as high as 74.29 per cent in 
Chhattisgarh, 74.02 per cent in Madhya 
Pradesh, 70.70 per cent in Andhra Pradesh, 
52.31 per cent in Tamil Nadu and 30.71 per 
cent in Rajasthan.

The schools distributed by category further 
reveal that it is the Primary integrated with 
the Upper Primary schools that have the 
highest percentage of schools that is being 
managed by the Local Body managements. 
The same in the case of independent Primary 
schools is 21.76 per cent and Upper Primary 
integrated with the Secondary and Higher 
Secondary schools із 13.28 per cent. In rest of 
the school categories, the variation is from 
3.30 per cent in case of independent Upper 
Primary schools to 27.75 per cent in case of 
the Primary integrated with the Upper Primary 
schools, 


(d) Private Aided/Unaided Management 
As many as 42,303 and 57,546 schools are 
being managed by the Private Aided (4.96 
per cent) and Private Unaided (6.74 per 
cent) managements respectively. Both 
together, give a total of 99,849 schools, 
which Is 11.70 per cent of the total schools 
being run by the Private managements. The 
state-wise distribution of schools having 
Private Aided management shows that this 
percentage is as high as

Almost similar trend is observed so far as the 
Primary attached to Upper Primary schools 
having Private Unaided management is 
concerned. In Karnataka, 52.36 per cent 
Upper Primary attached with Secondary and 
Higher Secondary schools have the Private 
Unaided managements. It may also be 
noted that an overall of about 15 per cent 
Primary integrated with Upper Primary 
schools have the Private Unaided 
managements. A few states have a higher 
percentage than the national average. Such 
states are Andhra Pradesh (20.09 per cent), 
Chhattisgarh (30.20 per cent), Himachal 
Pradesh (45.24 per cent), Madhya Pradesh 
(24.79 per cent), Rajasthan (34.41 per cent), 
Uttar Pradesh (59.51 per cent) and 
Uttaranchal (58.99 per cent). On the other 
hand, in about ten states, the percentage is 
lower than the national average of 15 per 
cent.

In the states of Bihar, Uttar 
Pradesh and West Bengal, the 
average number of Primary 
schools per Upper Primary 
school is five & more 
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Tamil Nadu (79.21 per cent), in the rest of the 
states, percentage of schools in the rural 
areas is above 80. A few states, such as 
Assam (94.69 per cent), Bihar (91.94 per cent), 
Himachal Pradesh (96.18 per cent), 
Jharkhand (91.32 per cent) and Uttar 
Pradesh (91.51 per cent) had above 90 per 
cent schools in the rural areas in 2003, Further, 
it has also been noticed that majority of 
schools, except the integrated Higher 
Secondary schools (58.29 per cent), are 


located in the rural areas, The percentage is 
as high as 90.93 in case of independent 
Primary schools followed by Primary 
integrated with Upper Primary (82.68 per 
cent), independent Upper 
Primary (90.54 per cent) and 
Upper Primary integrated 
with Secondary and Higher 
Secondary schools (75.79 per 
cent). On the other hand, of 
the total 18,598 integrated 
Higher Secondary schools,

Ratio of Primary to Upper Primary 
Schools/Sections 


The Programme of Action (1992) envisaged 
an upper primary school/section for every 
two primary schools/sections. The ratio 
calculated for 2003 reveals an upper primary 
school/section for every set of 3.18 primary 
schools/sections at the national level. This 
shows the average of all the 461 districts from 
which data under DISE was obtained for year 
2003. It has also been noticed that in a few 
states, the ratio is better than the national 
average of 3.18. Karnataka has exactly an 
Upper Primary school/section for every two 
Primary schools/sections It has. Kerala (2.01), 
Madhya Pradesh (2.64) and Tamil Nadu (2,92) 
also have an Upper Primary school/section 
for every 2-3 Primary schools/sections they 


have. On the other hand, in the states of 
Bihar (6.00), Uttar Pradesh (5.24) and West 
Bengal (5.27), the average number of Primary 
schools per Upper Primary school is five & 
more. Jharkhand (4.91) also has one Upper 
Primary school/section per five Primary 


Schools/sections it has. In rest of the states, 
the ratio varies between 3 to below 5. 


New Schools Opened Since 1994 


Significant improvement in the ratio of 
Primary to Upper Primary schools in the 
recent past has been mainly because of a 
large number of schools opened under the 
ОРЕР. This is also evident in number of schools 
that have been opened since 1994, the year 
in which DPEP was initiated. The same is also 
partly because of the SSA under which new 
Schools have also been opened. However, 
ће impact of SSA on the ratio may be visible 
only after 2-3 years. 


As many as 1,61,279 schools have been 
opened across 18 states since 1994, most of 
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which have ће school 
building (82.63 per cent). п 
Andhra Pradesh (22,552), 
Madhya Pradesh (19,242), 
Rajasthan (36,793) and Uttar 
Pradesh (33,452), a large 
number of new schools were opened since 
1994 majority of which have the school 
building. The percentage of new schools 
having building was found to be as high as 
96.95 per cent in Uttar Pradesh. But the same, 
in case of Jharkhand was only 51.46 per cent 
as compared to Bihar (75.28 per cent) and 
Chhattisgarh (68.53 per cent). 


Of the total schools opened, about 1,20,176 
(74.51 per cent) were the primary schools, 
most of which also have the school building 
(82.15 per cent). The percentage of new 
Primary schools is 18.83 per cent of the total 
Primary schools in the country. Information on 
The new schools opened further reveals that 
not only the Primary schools that have been 
opened but a large number of other types of 
Schools have also been opened across 18 
States. However, the number of such schools 
compared to new Primary schools is much 
less. The percentage of new schools opened 
since 1994 to the total schools comes out to 
be 11.19 and 15.14 per cent respectively in 
case of the Primary with Upper Primary and 
independent Higher Secondary schools. 
Comparatively, the percentage of new 
independent schools opened during the 
same period is much higher at 28.84 per 
cent. 


The highest number of 30,261 new Primary 
schools is opened in the state of Rajasthan 
which is 53.50 per cent of the total Primary 
Schools in the state. The position of new 
Primary schools in Rajasthan is more than 82 
per cent of the total schools opened since 
1994 in the state. About 77 per cent of these

Boundary Wall 

About 40 per cent of the total schools in the 
country did not have any boundary ма in 
2003. Not only that, a good number of 
Primary (34.21 per cent) and Upper Primary 
(37.37 per cent) schools do not have the 
boundary wall but surprisingly quite a good 
lot of the integrated Higher Secondary (73.78 
per cent) and Upper Primary integrated with 
Secondary & Higher Secondary (65.57 per 
cent) schools also do not have the boundary 
wall. So far as the Primary schools are 
concerned, the highest percentage of 
schools having boundary walll is in the state 
of Himachal Pradesh (85.82 per cent) and 
the lowest in Kerala (50,83 per cent). Uttar 
Pradesh which has the highest number of 
Primary schools in the country had boundary 
walls in 71.14 per cent of the total 99,778 
schools. All schools together, the highest 
percentage of schools having boundary wall 
is in Himachal Pradesh (82.43 per cent) and 
the lowest in Rajasthan (43.93 per cent). 
More than fifty per cent of the total schools in 
Kerala, however, do not have any boundary 


wall. 


School Buildings 
About 62,996 (7.38 per cent) of the total 


8,53,601 schools п the country do not have 
school buildings. The status of such schools is 
as high as 13.27 per cent in case of the 
independent Upper Primary schools. The 
percentage of building-less Upper Primary 
schools in Madhya Pradesh is 39.03 per cent 
compared to 22.46 per cent in Chhattisgarh 
and 15.77 per cent in Himachal Pradesh, 


On the other hand, about 38,158 (6.34 per 
cent) Primary schools are without building 
which is as high as 16.62 per cent in Andhra 
Pradesh, 16.68 per cent in Madhya Pradesh 
and 14.84 per cent in Rajasthan. Whereas 
only 0.52 per cent Primary schools in Kerala 
and 0.03 per cent in Tamil Nadu do not have 
the school building. The percentage of 
building-less Primary schools in the states of 
Assam (3.00 per cent), Himachal Pradesh 
(1.27 per cent), Karnataka (4.66 per cent), 
Orissa (3.48 per cent), Uttar Pradesh (2.48 per 
cent), Uttaranchal (2.57 per cent) and West 
Bengal (1.66 per cent) is also low. Though the

School Buildings by Type 

The distribution of schools by type of building 
shows that 70.19 per cent Primary schools 
have pucca (permanent) building as 
compared to 10.79 per cent schools having 
partially pucca and another 2.52 per cent 
Kuchha (temporary) building. Only a few 
Primary schools (0.20 per cent) are 
functioning in tents. In addition, about 8.35 
per cent Primary schools had the multiple 
type of school building in 2003. This otherwise 
indicates that as many as 1,79,416 (29.81 per 
cent) Primary schools are yet to be provided 
with the pucca school building.

The percentage of Primary 
schools having partially pucca building is low 
except in the states of Assam (47.53 per 
cent), Chhattisgarh (24.20 per cent), Madhya 
Pradesh (12.20 per cent), Orissa (23.83 per 
cent), Tamil Nadu (19.38 per cent) and West 
Bengal (21.34 per cent). The number of 
Primary schools having kuccha building is 
also significant in the states of Assam (15.29 
per cent), Himachal Pradesh (10.24 per cent) 
and West Bengal (5.05 per сепђ. It has also 
been observed that majority of Primary 
schools in Assam (26,992, 72.90 per cent) do 
not have pucca building which may be 
because of the policy of venture schools that 
the state is following for the last many years. 


(b)Elementary Schools 

On the other hand, about 70.77 per cent 
Elementary schools have pucca building 
compared to 6.02 per cent schools having 
partially pucca and another 1.04 per cent 
with kuccha building. More than 18 per cent 
Such schools have the multiple type of school 
building. It is also noticed that almost the 
same percentage of Primary and Elementary 
Schools have the pucca building (70 per 
cent). In seven states, more than 80 per cent 
Elementary schools have pucca building. 
Karnataka (82.28 per cent), Rajasthan (89.06 
per cent), Uttar Pradesh (87.15 per cent) and 
Uttaranchal (87.53 per cent) are a few such 
states. There are only few Elementary schools 
(0.14 per cent) in the country which are 
functioning in tents except Assam where as 
many as 8.14 per cent of these schools are 
functioning in tents which is also the highest 
among the18 states. 
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(c) Upper Primary Schools 

Further, it has been observed that only 62 per 
cent independent Upper Primary schools 
have pucca building. Majority of such 
schools in Karnataka (79.46 per cent), 
Rajasthan (89.75 per cent), Uttar Pradesh 
(91.22 per cent) and Uttaranchal (81.65 per 
cent) have pucca building. The lowest 
percentage of such schools is noticed in the 
state of Assam (19.22 per cent). Madhya 
Pradesh and Kerala have only 44.18 and 
66.67 per cent Upper Primary schools with 
pucca building. Percentage of independent 


Upper Primary schools having partially pucca 
building is 12.86 per cent compared to 3.89 
per cent schools having kuccha building. 
Only 0.14 per cent Upper Primary schools 
function in tents. 


(d) Higher Secondary Schools 

It is noticed that all the integrated Higher 
Secondary schools do not have the building 
and those who have the building do not 
guarantee that they have the pucca 


building. Only 72 per cent 
integrated Higher Secondary 
schools have pucca building 
compared to 5.73 per cent 
having partially pucca and 
1.05 per cent only kuccha 


About 36 per cent Primary 
schools have more than three 
teachers. The corresponding 
percentage in the rural areas 

is 33 


average of all the districts 
shows that the Primary 
schools without a classroom 
are 11.72 per cent 
compared to 15.74 per cent 
having one, 35.65 per cent 


building. About 15 per cent 

of such schools have the 

multiple type of school building. A negligible 
number of integrated Higher Secondary 
schools is functioning in tent. Above 90 per 
cent integrated Higher Secondary schools in 
Karnataka, Uttar Pradesh and Uttaranchal 
have pucca building. As many as 14 per 
cent integrated Higher Secondary schools in 
Chhattisgarh and Orissa have the partially 
pucca building. 


Schools by Classrooms 

An adequate number of instructional rooms is 
the minimum requirement that a school 
should have. In this context, the Government 
of India initiated the Scheme of Operation 
Blackboard in 1987. The schools covered 
under the scheme were to be provided each 
with two classrooms and a verandah. 


The distribution of schools by number of 
classrooms (zero, one, two and three & more) 
and school category is also presented, The 


two and 36.89 per cent 

having three & more 
classrooms. The percentage of schools 
having three & more classrooms shows that 
except in case of the independent Upper 
Primary schools, all the other types of schools 
have three and more classrooms. The 
percentage Is as high as 90.32 per cent in 
case of the Upper Primary integrated with 
Secondary & Higher Secondary schools, 
followed by integrated Higher Secondary 
(82.34 per cent) and Elementary (82.42 per 
cent) schools. On the other hand, about 20 
per cent Upper Primary integrated with 
Secondary & Higher Secondary schools do 
not have any classroom compared to 4.61 
per cent such schools having one, 10.33 per 
cent three and 65.42 per cent three & more 
Classrooms respectively. 


The percentage of Primary schools distributed 
by the number of classrooms (3 & more) 
further reveals that it is highest in the case of 
Kerala (89.68 per cent) compared to only 
18.79 per cent п Bihar. Majority of Primary 
schools In Bihar (54.28 per cent) have two 
Classrooms. Only 6.99 and 1.70 per cent 
Primary schools in Kerala have no classroom 
and one room respectively. The 
corresponding percentages in Bihar are as 
high as 10.12 and 16.82 respectively. Perhaps, 
the lowest percentage of Primary schools 
having three & more classroorns is in the state 
of Assam (8.95 per cent). More than 70 per 
cent Primary schools in Assam have only one 
classroom and 10.33 per cent two 
classrooms. The percentage distribution of 
Primary schools having three & more 
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classrooms further reveals that only а few 
states have the percentage of above 50, 
Chhattisgarh (50.00 per cent), Himachal 
Pradesh (59.77 per cent), Tamil Nadu (56.63 
per cent) and Uttar Pradesh (51.48 per cent) 
are such states. On the other hand, majority 
of Primary schools in Jharkhand (64.78 per 


cent) and Uttaranchal (53.59 per cent) have 
two classrooms. More than 13 per cent 
Primary schools in Madhya Pradesh have no 
Classroom compared to 9.68 per cent having 
one, 32,72 per cent two and 44,31 per cent 
three & more classrooms. More than 50 per 
Cent Primary schools in Orissa do not have 
any classroom compared to 5.07 per cent 
schools having one, another 21.12 per cent 
two and 23.20 per cent three & more 
Classrooms in their schools. 


However, no significant difference 6 noticed 
in availability of classrooms in schools located 
in the rural areas. It is also noticed that the 
Percentage of schools having three & more 
Classrooms in other type of schools is 
significantly high in most of the states 
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compared to the Primary schools. 
Percentage of such schools having no 
classroom, one and two classrooms is also 
comparatively low. By and large, it has been 
observed that integrated schools have more 
classrooms than the independent schools 
have. 


Schools by Enrolment 

Information about schools distributed by 
enrolment in different slabs reveals that 50 
per cent of the total Primary schools have 
enrolment up to 100, which is also true for 
schools in the rural areas. About 3.94 per cent 
Primary schools have an average enrolment 
of 20 and another 27 per cent between 21 to 
60, About 16 per cent Primary schools have 
enrolment between 101 to 140. On the other 
hand, about 87 per cent Elementary schools 
have more than 100 enrolment. It may also 
be noted that about 1 per cent integrated 
Higher Secondary schools have an average 
enrolment of 20 and another 5 per cent 
schools have enrolment between 21 to 60. 
On the other hand, about 25 per cent Upper 
Primary schools have enrolment up to 60. It 


may also be noted that more than 5 рег 
cent Primary schools have enrolment more 
than 500 compared to 28 per cent 
Elementary schools. The percentage of 
schools having enrolment of more than 300 is 
as high as 38.30 and 35.91 respectively in 
case of the integrated Higher Secondary 
and Upper Primary attached to Higher 
Secondary schools. Almost similar trend is 
observed in case of schools located in the 
rural areas. Another interesting features 


noticed is that in about 26 per cent Primary 
schools, the enrolment is less than or equal to 
50 students. The corresponding percentages 
in case of the Elementary and integrated 
Higher Secondary schools are 5.4 and 8.7 per 
cent respectively. 


Schools by Teachers & PTR 

Data about schools distributed by number of 
teachers reveal that about 36 per cent 
Primary schools have more than three 
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teachers, The corresponding percentage in 
the rural areas is 33.33, On the other hand, 
1,37 per cent Primary schools have no 
teacher and another 19.10 per cent are the 
single teacher schools. More than 43 per 
cent Primary schools have two teachers. The 
analysis of schools distributed by number of 
teachers further reveals not only Primary 
Schools that have no teacher but the same із 
also true for other types of schools. About 4 
per cent integrated Higher Secondary 
schools do not have any teacher and 
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another 2.63 per cent have only one teacher 
and 5.73 per cent two teachers. About 74 
per cent Upper Primary and 90 per cent 
Upper Primary integrated with Higher 
Secondary schools have two teachers. The 
analysis reveals not much difference in 
schools located in the rural areas. A few 
schools, irrespective of the school type, are 
still the single teacher schools. 


The analysis of pupil-teacher ratio reveals 
that in the case of a large number of schools, 
it is above 100. In as many as 8.94 per cent 
Primary schools, the pupil-teacher ratio is 
above 100. On the other hand, 3.65 per cent 
Upper Primary, 4.50 per cent Elementary, 5.24 
per cent integrated Higher Secondary and 
7.89 per cent Upper Primary attached to 
Higher Secondary schools also have the 
pupil-teacher ratio above 100. It is curious to 
observe that a few schools have only single 
classroom and yet on the other hand, their 
pupil-teacher ratio is noticed to be above 
hundred. In about 26 per cent Primary 
schools, the student classroom ratio is above 
60. A similar trend obtains in the case of the 
Upper Primary schools (15.6 per cent) and 
Elementary schools (22.1 per cent). On the 
other hand, in more than 17 per cent of the 
total Upper Primary schools attached to 
Higher Secondary schools, the student 
classroom ratio is above 60, 


Single Classroom Schools 

All India Educational Surveys revealed that 
the number of single teacher primary schools 
have declined over a period of time, which is 
mainly because of the provision of at least 
two classrooms under the scheme of 
Operation Blackboard. The DISE data, 
however, reveals that a few schools in the 
country still have only one classroom which 
are termed as the Single Classroom Schools. 
About 15.7 per cent (94,734 schools) Primary 


schools are ће single classroom schools 
compared to 4.6 per cent independent 
Upper Primary, 2.1 per cent Elementary, 1.7 
per cent integrated Higher Secondary and 
0.7 per cent Upper Primary attached to 
Secondary & Higher secondary schools. This 
reveals that not only Primary schools are a 
single classroom schools but other types of 
schools also have a few single classroom 
schools, though their number is far below that 
of the Primary schools. Only 1.7 per cent 


Primary schools are single classroom schools 
in Kerala compared to 70.2 per cent Primary 
schools in Assam. In a few other states like 
Andhra Pradesh (32.7 per cent), Bihar (16.8 
per cent), Himachal Pradesh (10.1 per cent), 
Karnataka (24.7 per cent), Madhya Pradesh 
(9.7 per cent), Tamil Nadu (13.5 per cent) 
and West Bengal (23.3 per cent), the number 
of single classroom Primary schools is also 
high. Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, 
Himachal Pradesh and West Bengal also 


have comparatively a high percentage of 
other types of schools that have only single 
classroom. 


Playgrounds 

Percentage distribution of schools having 
playgrounds reveals that only 42.22 per cent 
Primary schools have playground in the 
School, compared to 54.33 per cent in the 
Upper Primary and 57.50 per cent in the 
Elementary schools. Almost an equal 
percentage (77 per cent) of integrated 
Higher Secondary and Upper Primary 
attached to Secondary & Higher Secondary 
schools have a playground in their school. 
About 63 per cent Primary schools in Tamil 
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Nadu have playground as compared to only 
17.45 per cent in Orissa. The percentage of 
such Primary schools in Bihar, Jharkhand, 
Rajasthan and West Bengal is also low. 


Condition of Classrooms 
The condition of classrooms by school 
category reveals that about 55.5 per cent of 


the total classrooms in Primary schools are of 
good condition compared to 13.5 per cent 
Classrooms that need minor and 27.3 per 
cent that need major repairs. The 
percentage of classrooms having good 
condition is much higher in case of the 
Elementary schools (66.2 per cent) and 
integrated Higher Secondary schools (82.9 
per cent), Comparatively, the percentage of 
Classrooms that need major and minor 
repairs in these schools is much lower than 
that in the case of the Primary schools. About 
75 per cent classrooms in Primary schools in 
Andhra Pradesh are of good condition as 
compared to only 16.3 per cent good 
condition classrooms in Assam. In Assam, as 
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many as 42.4 and 41.3 per cent classrooms in 
Primary schools need minor and major repairs 
respectively. The lowest percentage of such 
classrooms is observed in the case of Andhra 
Pradesh (17.4 per cent minor and 7.7 per 
cent major repairs). Similar trend is visible in 
the case of Elementary and Higher 
Secondary schools as well. 


Ancillary Facilities in Schools 


Drinking Water 
The distribution of schools by drinking water 


facility reveals that only 71.9 per cent Primary 
schools have drinking water facility in the 
school, compared to 79.5 per cent 
Elementary schools. In other types of schools, 
except in case of Upper Primary schools (75.3 
per cent), the percentage of such schools is 
much higher than the facility in the Primary 
schools. About 91.0 per cent Primary schools 
in Uttar Pradesh have drinking water facility in 
school compared to only 42.5 per cent such 
schools in Assam. More than 86 per cent 
Primary schools in Kerala have drinking water 
facility in their respective premises. 
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Common Toilets & Toilets for Girls 

Only a few Primary schools have common 
toilet facilities (29.06 per cent) and separate 
toilets for girls (15.64 per cent). A large 
number of integrated Higher Secondary 
Schools do not have the toilet facility in 
school. The percentage of such Primary 
schools in case of Jharkhand is only 5.76 (with 
common toilets) and 2.32 per cent (with girls’ 
toilets). In Kerala, as many as 73.26 per cent 
Primary schools have the common toilet in 
School compared to which only 26.49 per 
cent schools have separate toilet for girls. А! 
together about 34.34 and 22.22 per cent 
Schools across 461 districts (all types) had 
common toilets and toilets for girls 
respectively in 2003. The analysis suggests a 
good scope for expansion of the toilet 
provisions as made under the SSA. 


Electricity Connection 

In 2003, only 21.80 per cent schools (all types) 
had electricity connection compared to only 
12.35 per cent in Primary schools. On the 
other hand, 19.71 per cent Upper Primary. 
Schools had the electricity connection. In 
other types of schools, the percentage of 
Schools having electricity connection is тисћ 
higher than that in Primary and Upper Primary 
Schools. More than half of the Primary schools 
in Kerala had electricity connection in 2003 
compared to which the percentage of such 
Schools in other types of schools is much 
higher. In Tamil Nadu, more than 46 per cent 
Primary schools had the electricity 
connection in 2003. 


Teaching Learning Facilities 


Schools without Blackboard 

As many as 84,848 schools did not have any 
blackboard in school in 2003, which is 9.94 
per cent of the total schools that impart 
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elementary education. It is not only Primary 
and Upper Primary schools that are without 
blackboard but a good number of other 
types of schools also do not have the black 
board in school. The highest percentage of 
Schools without blackboard is observed to be 
in the case of the Primary schools (56,455, 
9.38 per cent) followed by Elementary (5.31 
per cent), Upper Primary integrated with 
Higher Secondary (6.37 per cent), Higher 
Secondary (8.11 per cent) and Upper Primary 
(8.92 per cent) schools. A cursory look at the 
distribution of Primary schools without 
blackboard reveals that as many as 26.87 
per cent schools in Jharkhand, 19.88 per cent 
in Assam, 18.54 per cent in Andhra Pradesh 
and 16.35 per cent schools in Rajasthan did 
пої have blackboard in 2003. On the other 
hand, only a few schools in Tamil Nadu (1.57 
per cent), Uttaranchal (2.44 per cent), West 
Bengal (1.58 per cent), and Uttar Pradesh 
(4.83 per cent) did not have the blackboard 
in 2003. Though the percentage of such 
schools is low, and keeping in view the large 
number of schools in these states, the 
absolute number of such schools is high. This 
is despite the scheme of Operation 
Blackboard implemented across the country. 


Book Bank in Schools 

About 41.04 per cent schools that impart 
elementary education had the provision of 
book bank in school in 2003. About 60 per 
cent schools in Uttar Pradesh and 50 per cent 
in Madhya Pradesh had such facility in the 
school. Upper Primary schools integrated with 
ће Secondary and Higher Secondary 
schools (57.89 per cent) had a high 
percentage of such schools compared to 
the Primary (40.76 per cent), Upper Primary 
(38.01 per cent), Elementary (41.47 per cent) 
and integrated Higher Secondary (51.91 per 
cent) schools. About 64 per cent Primary 


schools in Uttar Pradesh, 53 per cent іп 
Madhya Pradesh and 52.39 per cent in 
Uttaranchal had a book bank in school in 
2003. Comparatively, the percentage of such 
schools in the states of Assam (23.46 per 
cent), Bihar (21.03 per cent) and Karnataka 
(9.11 per cent) is much lower than that in 
other states. 


Computers in Schools 

The percentage distribution of schools having 
computers reveals that all types of schools 
have computers in school. Though the 
percentage of such Primary schools is much 
lower than that in other types of schools, 
more than 59 thousand (7 per cent) schools 
imparting elementary education in the 
country have computers in place in school. 
Kerala (23.08 per cent) has the highest 
percentage of such schools and Uttar 
Pradesh (2.58 per cent) the lowest one. 
Andhra Pradesh (8.96 per cent), Karnataka 
(8.17 per cent), Madhya Pradesh (10.08 per 
cent), Rajasthan (8.53 per cent), Tamil Nadu 
(14.08 per cent) etc. also have computers in 
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а good number of schools. However, Bihar 
has computers only in 2.77 per cent of its 
schools. Compared to the Primary schools, 
the percentage of other types of schools 
having computers is high. 


School Development & TLM Grant 
Provisions have been made, both under the 
DPEP and SSA, to provide a lump sum grant 
of Rs. 2000/- per annum on account of 
School development to all schools that 
impart elementary education. Similarly, a 
provision of Rs. 500/- per teacher per annum 
is also made on account of ТІМ grant. A 
large number of schools received both of 
these grants during 2003, 


The number of schools that received the 
development grant is as high as 3,60,892 
Which is 42.28 per cent of the total (all types) 
Schools. About 2,93,771 Primary schools alone 
received the development. grant, which is 
81.40 per cent of the total schools that 
received development grant in 2003. Apart 
from the Primary schools, about 56,278 
Elementary schools also received the 
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development grant, which is Number of schools that schools located in the rural

It has also been observed 
that the number of schools 
that received the TLM grant is 
а bit lower than the number of schools that 
received the development grant. The 
number of schools that received the TLM 
grant is as high as 2,87,683, which is 33.70 per 
cent of all types of schools that impart 
elementary education in the country. About 
2,38,893 Primary schools received the TLM 
grant which is 83.04 per cent of the total 
schools that received the TLM grant in 2003. 
About 41,781 (14.52 per cent) Elementary 
Schools also received the TLM grant. 


Not only the Primary and Upper Primary 
Schools received the school development & 
TLM grant but a few Secondary and Higher 
Secondary schools also received the same 
during the year 2003. More than 75 per cent 
Primary schools in Karnataka received the 
School development grant, compared to 
Which only 49 per cent schools received the 
TLM grant during the same period. The 
percentage of such Primary schools in Kerala 
has been low at 32 and 49 per cent. The 
percentage of Primary schools that received 
ће school development and ТІМ grant is 
also significantly high both in Uttaranchal 
and Uttar Pradesh. 


Miscellaneous Indicators 


Instructional Days 

It has been observed that on an average a 
Primary school functioned for about 210 days 
compared to 215 days in case of an 
Elementary school. No significant difference 
is noticed in number of instructional days in 


the total (all types) schools 


schools have attached Pre- 
primary sections. Except in 
the case of West Bengal, the 
percentage of Primary schools attached to 
Pre-primary sections in all other states is 
above 3 per cent. West Bengal has only 0.12 
per cent such Primary schools. The states of 
Madhya Pradesh (35.33 per cent), Andhra 
Pradesh (22.95 per cent), Assam (15.90 per 


cent), Chhattisgarh (16.80 per cent), 
Maharashtra (36.47 per cent), Tamil Nadu 
(11.65 per cent) etc. also have a large 
number of attached Primary schools. 
Incidentally, all these states are the DPEP 
states. Further, it is also observed that pre- 
primary section is also attached to a large 
number of Elementary (23.21 per cent) and 
integrated Higher Secondary schools (39.84 
per cent). In Andhra Pradesh and Madhya 
Pradesh, pre-primary section is attached to 
36.97 and 45,30 per cent of the total 


Elementary schools. On ће other hand, іп 
Karnataka and Tamil Nadu, pre-primary 
section is attached to as many as 78.43 and 
66.50 per cent of the total integrated Higher 
Secondary schools. 


Part-Time Shift Schools 

Percentage distribution of schools having 
used school building as a shift school has also 
been analyzed which reveals that only 3.39 
per cent of the total schools (all categories) 
used school building as a shift school. The 
percentage in case of Primary schools was as 
low as 2.28. Madhya Pradesh with 10.53 per 
cent and Uttaranchal with 0.11 per cent had 
respectively the highest and lowest such 
schools. In rest of the states, the percentage 


of such Primary schools is below 3 per cent. 
Other types of schools also used schoo! 
building as a part of shift school. Further, it 
has been observed that compared to the 
Primary schools, the percentage of other 
types of schools using school building as a 
shift school is comparatively high. About 5.88 
per cent Elementary schools used school 
building as a shift school compared to 9.78 
per cent in case of the integrated Higher 
Secondary, 5.93 per cent Upper Primary and 


7.17 per cent Upper Primary attached to 
Secondary & Higher Secondary schools. In 
Madhya Pradesh, irrespective of the school 
type, the percentage of schools using 
building as a shift school is very high. In 
Maharashtra, Rajasthan and West Bengal, 
the percentage of such schools is also high. 


Residential Schools 

The percentage distribution of schools which 
are residential in nature reveals that there 
аге only few such schools across the school 
categories, The percentage of Primary 
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schools, which are residential 
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Secondary schools. About 14

Only a few schools across the country had 
the provision of a ramp in school. The 
percentage of such schools is as low as 4.50 
in Primary schools, compared to 8.15 per 
cent in case of the integrated Higher 


Uttaranchal (0.65 per cent). 


Medical Check-up in Schools 
More than 52 per cent Primary schools in 2003 
arranged medical check-up in school. The 
percentage of such Elementary (71.28 per 
cent), integrated Higher Secondary (68.58 per 
cent) and Upper Primary with Secondary & 
Higher Secondary (54.26 per cent) schools is 
much higher than the Primary schools, On the 
other hand, only 35.42 per cent Upper Primary 
schools arranged for medical check-up. More 
than 90 per cent Primary schools in 
Maharashtra and Tamil Nadu carried out 
medical check-up in school as compared to 
5.03 per cent in Assam. On the other hand, 
more than 61 per cent Primary schools in 
Kerala provided for medical check-up 
arrangement in the school.

74 ike school related indicators, a variety of 
enrolment-based indicators have also 
been presented in case of each of the 
eighteen states covered under DISE and also 
for average of 461 districts. While analysing 
enrolment-based indicators, limitations 
presented above with respect to coverage 
and non-responses may be kept in mind. 
Because of these limitations, crucial 
indicators such as Gross & Net Enrolment 
ratios have not been reported. 


Since the state-specific data under DISE is 
only one year old, retention and other 
indicators of internal efficiency of education 
system are not worked out. It is envisaged 
that, it would be possible next year to work 
out state-specific promotion, drop-out and 
repetition rates, all which are crucial in 
knowing the status of universalisation. 
However, a variety of other indicators such as 
Gender Parity Index (СР!) in case of 
enrolment in Primary and Upper Primary 
classes, share of boys and girls enrolment, 
share of enrolment in rural areas, percentage 
of enrolment in government schools to total 
enrolment, percentage of 
SC & ST enrolment to total 
enrolment, percentage of 
enrolment of children with 
disability and its share to 
total enrolment in Primary

GPI & Share of Girls Enrolment 


(a) Gender Parity Index 

The Gender Parity Index (СР!) and the 
percentage of girls’ enrolment in Primary and 
Upper Primary classes have been computed. 
The average of 461 districts indicates а СР! of 
0.89 in Primary classes compared to 0,79 in 
case of enrolment in Upper Primary classes. 
This clearly indicates that boys outnumber 
girls both at the Primary and Upper Primary 
levels of education, which is also reflected in 
the share of girl’s enrolment. This also 
indicates less number of girls in Upper Primary 
classes than in the Primary classes. Further 
analysis of state-specific GPI in Primary 
enrolment indicates that the same is above 
0.90 in many states. 
Uttaranchal has the highest 
(0.98) GPI and Bihar, the 
lowest (0.74). In Andhra 
Pradesh and Kerala, almost 
same number of boys and 
girls are enrolled in Primary 
classes as the СР! calculated 


comes out to be 0.97. Kerala 
too has a very high ФРІ in 
case of Upper Primary 
enrolment (0.92). GPI in the 
states of Assam (0.93), 
Chhattisgarh (0.95), Himachal 
Pradesh (0.93), Karnataka 
(0.94), Tamil Nadu (0.93) and 
Uttar Pradesh (0.90) is also 
very high. On the other hand, 
states such as Bihar (0.74), 


Jharkhand (0.81), Madhya Pradesh (0.89) and 
Rajasthan (0.84) has a low ФРІ in Primary 
enrolment which indicate that the goal of 
UPE in these states may not be realized unless 
all the girls are brought under the education 
system. The same is also true for Upper 
Primary enrolment. Rajasthan has the lowest 
GPI (0.51) in Upper Primary enrolment, which 
indicates that only 51 girls are enrolled in 
comparison to 100 boys. Bihar (0.54), 
Jharkhand (0.67), Madhya Pradesh (0.69) and 
Uttar Pradesh (0.71) too have a very low GPI 
all which clearly indicates that a large 
number of girls in these states are still out of

Like GPI, the share of girls’

total enrolment at Upper Primary is only 44.20 
per cent. Except Bihar & Jharkhand, in а! 
other states, the share of girls’ enrolment at 
the Primary level is above 45 per cent. In 
Bihar, the same is only 42.37 per cent, 
compared to 35.20 per cent at the Upper 
Primary level. The highest share of girls’ 
enrolment at the Primary level is noticed in 
case of Uttaranchal (49.42 per cent), 
followed by West Bengal (49.22 per cent), 
Kerala (49.17 per cent), Andhra Pradesh 
(49.16 per cent) etc. The share of girls’ 
enrolment at the Primary level in case of 
Jharkhand (44.67 per cent) and Rajasthan 
(45.61 per cent) is observed to be low which 
again reiterates that without bringing alll girls 
under the education system, the goal of UPE 
is not likely to be achieved in the near future. 
The percentage of girls’ enrolment by school 
category when analysed also reveals the 
same story. The highest percentage is noticed 
in the case of independent Primary schools 
(47.6 per cent) and the lowest (44.5 per cent) 
in the case of integrated Higher Secondary 
and independent Upper Primary schools. 


Enrolment in Rural Areas 


The percentage of enrolment in rural areas 
reveals that the same is significantly lower 
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areas is observed in the case of Tamil Nadu 
(66.25 per cent), followed by Andhra Pradesh 
(73.27 per cent), Madhya Pradesh (79.79 per 
cent) etc. Not much difference is noticed 
when share of boys and girls’ enrolment in 
rural areas to total enrolment in Primary 
Classes is analysed. Further, it has also been 
observed that percentage share of Upper 
Primary enrolment in rural areas (76.28 per 
cent) is a bit lower than the share in the 
Primary classes (84.05 per cent). The highest 
percentage is observed in case of Himachal 
Pradesh (92.46 per cent) and the lowest, 
66.73 per cent in Andhra Pradesh. 


Enrolment in Government Schools 


As already mentioned, majority of schools 
that impart elementary education (86.1 per

However, barring integrated 
Higher Secondary and Upper Primary 
attached to Secondary & Higher Secondary 
schools, three out of every four students in 
elementary classes are from the government 
schools.

In 2002, DISE data from 208 districts was 
reported. During 2002-03, in case of 124 out of 
208 districts, a declining trend in enrolment is 
observed. Further, during the same period, 
an increasing trend in enrolment in private 
schools, in the case of 58 districts, has been 
noticed.

In Primary schools, the 
percentage of enrolment in Pre-primary 
Classes is as low as 2.66 per cent compared 
to 1.45 and 0.56 per cent respectively in the 
case of Elementary and Higher Secondary 


Primary classes and 0.24 million in Upper 
Primary classes. The percentage of children 
with disability, both in the Primary (0.88 per 
cent) and Upper Primary classes (0.87 per 
cent), is below 1 per cent of the total 
enrolment in these classes. The share of girls 
to total enrolment with disability in Primary 
and Upper Primary classes is 40 and 50 per 
cent respectively. The data available through 
the DISE on children with disability and the 
nature of disability is of great help in 
developing inclusive education and special 
education programmes. Together with

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Compared to 6.34 per cent Primary schools 
without building, the share of enrolment in 
such schools is only 3.33 per cent of the total 
enrolment in Primary classes. The percentage 
is reasonably high in the states of Rajasthan 
(8.6 per cent), Andhra Pradesh (7.3 per cent), 
Chhattisgarh (4.6 per cent) and Bihar (4.3 per 
cent). Needless to mention that 14.84 per 
cent of the total Primary schools in Rajasthan 
are building-less schools. Chhattisgarh and 
Bihar also have about 7 per cent such 
Schools. Since only a few schools are without 
building, in Kerala, enrolment in such schools 
is also low at 0.3 per cent. 


It has been further observed that 7 per cent 
students in Primary schools do not have 
access to blackboard, The percentage of 
Such schools (9.38 per cent) is a bit higher 
than the enrolment in such schools. 
Irrespective of school type, the percentage of 
enrolment in schools without blackboard is 
above 4 per cent. Across the country, 
teachers in these schools (9.94 per cent) even 
do not have access to blackboard.

Examination Results 


The last, though the most important 
component of Universal Elementary 
Education is Universal Quality of Education. A 
variety of indicators presented above gives 
information about the qualitative aspects of 
education system. In India, the Learners’ 
Achievement is considered as one of the 
significant indicators of quality of education. 
However, there is no mechanism to collect 
information on Learners’ Achievement on 
regular basis. Perhaps, it was for the first time 
that Baseline Learners’ Assessment Studies 
(BAS) were conduced in 1994 in seven DPEP 
phase one states. 


In the absence of Learners’ Achievement, 
alternatively examination results conducted 
by schools is considered as one of the proxy 
indicators of quality of education which is 
being collected under DISE every year. A 
cursory look at the examination results shows 
that above 80 per cent children passed the 
terminal Grade М and VIII. The pass 
percentage in case of Grade V is as high as 
93 per cent both in case of boys and girls. 
Except Assam, Chhattisgarh and Madhya 
Pradesh, in all other states, the pass 
percentage in Grade V is observed to be 
above 90 per cent which is true both for boys 
and girls.

This clearly indicate that the learners’ 
attainment both in the case of Grade V and 
Grade VIII is not at all satisfactory which is 
similar to the outcome of the assessment 
studies conducted in the recent past in the 
country, Only 44 per cent boys and girls 


higher than their counterpart 
boys which is more true in the case of Grade 
VIII. In Bihar, only 21 per cent boys passed 
Grade VIII with 60 per cent & above 
compared to 92 per cent girls. Even in the 
state like Kerala, the percentage of students 
who passed with 60 per cent & above both 
in Grade V (Boys, 40.90 & Girls, 62.74 per cent) 
and Grade VIII (Boys, 38.29 & Girls, 54.18 per 
cent) is low. In view of this analysis, it is 
obvious that the programmes concerning 
elementary education initiated recently focus 
much more on quality of education than on 
the other components of universalisation.

enrolment indicators, a good 

amount of information on teachers is 
also collected under DISE. The rich set of 
information is useful in developing teacher 
education plans. Number of teachers by 
school category, its age & sex distribution, 
professional & educational qualifications, 
training status, pupil teacher ratio, average 
number of teachers by school category, 
distribution of female teachers, type of 
teachers, para-teachers etc. have been 
presented at the state level. The SCERT and 
DIET faculty across the country are the 
potential users of this mine of information on 
teachers. If needed, the same can also be 
obtained at disaggregated levels. 


Average Number of Teachers 


Number of teachers distributed by school 
category suggests that about 3.16 million 
teachers are engaged teaching in schools 
that impart elementary education in the 
country. Primary schools have more than 50 
per cent (1.59 million) of the total 3.16 million 
Teachers. On the other hand, it has been 
Observed that every fourth teacher is 
teaching in independent Elementary school 
(27.61 per cent). In other types of schools, the 
Percentage varies between 5.64 in 
integrated Higher Secondary to 9.27 in Upper 
Primary attached to Secondary & Higher 
Secondary schools. Obviously, because of its 


teaching in schools 


Size, the highest number of teachers is in Uttar 
Pradesh (0.35 million), that is, 11.08 per cent 
of the total teachers in the country. On the 
other hand, Uttaranchal has the least 
number of teachers (47.42 thousand, 1.50 per 
cent). Uttar Pradesh also has the highest 
number of teachers in Primary schools (0.27 
million), which is 17 per cent of the total 
Primary teachers in the country. On the other 
hand, Himachal Pradesh has the least 
number of teachers in Primary schools (28 
thousand). 


The total number of teachers fails to provide 
any information about the availability of 


teachers п an individual school type unless 
the same is linked to the total number of 
schools in a school category. For this 
purpose, average number of teachers by 
school category is presented and is briefly 
analysed below. 


The all-India average of 461 district reveals 
that, on an average, there are 3.70 teachers 
in a school that imparts elementary 


education. Kerala has the highest number of 
Teachers (9.85) and Bihar the lowest (2.55). 
The average number of teachers by school 
category reveals that the highest number of 
teachers per school is observed in case of 
integrated Higher Secondary schools (9.60), 
followed by independent 


average number of teachers in Primary 
schools reveals that, on an average, a 
Primary school has more than two (2.64) 
teachers. Bihar (1.93) and Jharkhand (1.84) 
are the only two states that have lower than 
two teachers in Primary schools, in sharp 
contrast to Kerala where it is as high as 6.55 
teachers at this level of schools. 


The analysis further reveals that irrespective of 
the school type and state, private- managed 
schools have better average number of 
teachers than the government-managed 
schools. Compared to 2.47 teachers in 
government-managed Primary schools, the 
corresponding number in private-managed 
schools is as high as 4.88 teachers. Even in a 
few states, the average number of teachers 
in government-managed Primary schools is 
lower than the national average of 2.47 
teachers. In the states of Bihar (1.93 teachers), 
Jharkhand (1.83) and Rajasthan (1.98), the 
average number of teachers is even lower 
ап two. The private managed Primary 
schools in these states have more than two 
teachers. The same is significantly high in 
Rajasthan with 4.10 teachers in every private- 
managed Primary school. The average 
number of teachers in Primary schools in 
Kerala is as high as 6.04, which is the highest 
among all the states that reported DISE data.

Female Teachers 


One of the other provisions of the scheme of 
Operation Blackboard was to ensure that 
one of the teachers appointed would 
preferably be the female. There are about 77 
districts across 18 states that have more than 
50 per cent female teachers. The percentage 
of female teachers by school category across 
18 states reveals that irrespective of the 
School type, barring integrated Higher 
Secondary schools, in none of the other 
School type, the percentage of female 
teachers is satisfactory. In Higher Secondary 
schools, female teachers outnumber their 
male counterparts, as their percentage is as 
high as 54.6. However, a few states such as 
Bihar (19.0 per cent), Jnarkhand (23.6 per 
cent), Rajasthan (25.6 per cent), Uttar 
Pradesh (30.7 per cent) and West Bengal (30.7

per cent) have very low percentage of 
female teachers in this category. On the 
other hand, in Tamil Nadu (80.0 per cent), 
Karnataka (68.1 per cent) and Kerala (64.4 
per cent), majority of teachers in integrated 
Higher Secondary schools are female. 


So far as the primary schools are concerned, 
one out of every three teachers is female but 
in states like Kerala (70.0 per cent) and Tamil 
Nadu (66.4 per cent), majority of Primary 
school teachers are female. On the other 
hand, in states such as Bihar (16.3 per cent), 
Chhattisgarh (21.8 per cent), Jharkhand (20.4 
per cent), Madhya Pradesh (27.5 per cent), 
Rajasthan (24.2 per cent), Uttar Pradesh (27.5 
per cent) and West Bengal (24.0 per cent), 
female teachers are in minority and their 
number is much lower than their counterpart 
male teachers. In Elementary schools, the 
percentage of female teachers is a bit higher 
than the same in the Primary schools, On the 
other hand, the percentage of female 
teachers in independent Upper Primary 
schools is only 23.6 per cent but a few states 
such as Kerala (67.3 per cent) and Tamil 


Nadu (63.4 per cent) have more female 
teachers than male teachers. In Upper 
Primary attached to Secondary & Higher 
Secondary schools, the percentage of female 
teachers is about 37. Karnataka (61.8 per 
cent), Kerala (66.8 per cent) and Tamil Nadu 
(60.5 per cent) too have a very high 
percentage of female teachers in this 
category also. 


Schools without Female Teachers 


In addition to the percentage of female 
teachers presented above, percentage of 
schools with no female teacher has also 
been analysed. About 84 per cent schools (all 
types) have two or more teachers of which 
47.53 per cent schools do not have any 
female teacher. Schools having two and 
more teachers are considered in the analysis. 
Further, it is observed that in as many as 45.1 
per cent Primary schools (271 thousand 
schools), no female teacher is posted. The 
percentage of schools without female 
teachers is as high as 52 per cent in the states 
of Bihar, Chhattisgarh and West Bengal. 
Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh too have a 
large number of Primary schools without 
female teachers. Except Kerala and Tarnil 
Nadu, in other states, schools without female 
teachers are above 20 per cent. However, 
percentage of such schools is only 2.0 in 
Kerala and 13.6 in Tamil Nadu. 


So far as independent Upper Primary schools 
are concerned, in as many as 52 per cent 
schools no female teacher is posted. The 
percentage of such Upper Primary schools in 
2003 was as high as 62.4 in Bihar, 75.4 in Orissa 
and 69.3 in Uttaranchal and it was the lowest 
in Kerala (1.2 per cent). Only 9.4 per cent 
Upper Primary schools in Tamil Nadu do not 
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have female teachers. Further, it has been 
observed that irrespective of the type of 
school, a large number of schools in the 
country do not have any female teacher. 

This is also applicable to Elementary (24.7 per 
cent) and integrated Higher Secondary (13.5 
per cent) schools. Kerala and Tamil Nadu too 
have only few such schools. Majority of 
teachers, irrespective of the school type, in 
Kerala and Tamil Nadu are female teachers. 


Pupil Teacher Ratio 


One of the important indicators that 
influence classroom transaction is the pupil 
teacher ratio which is presented by school 
category. The highest pupil teacher ratio is 
observed in the case of the Primary schools 
(1: 46), followed by Elementary (1: 38), Upper 
Primary attached to Secondary & Higher 
Secondary (1:37), integrated Higher 
Secondary (1:34) and independent Upper 
Primary (1: 31) schools. Further, pupil teacher 
ratio in the case of a few states is observed 
to be higher than the national average 
which is true for all types of schools. 


The highest pupil teacher ratio in Primary 
schools is observed in Bihar (1:83) followed by 
Uttar Pradesh (1: 67). One can easily imagine 
the classroom conditions where pupil 
teacher ratio is as high as 1: 83. In addition, 
many schools are single teacher and single 
Classroom schools all of which further 
deteriorate the situation within the 
Classroom. The high pupil teacher ratio is also 
indirectly reflected when student classroom 
ratio is analysed which is as high as 83 in case 
of Bihar and 64 in Uttar Pradesh. On an 
average, the student classroom ratio in a 
Primary school is 48 compared to which in 
other school types, the same is lower than 
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that in Primary schools. In Bihar, it is not only 
student classroom ratio in primary schools 
that is high but the same is also very high in 
the case of independent Elementary (90), 
Upper Primary (75) and Higher Secondary (72) 
schools. On the other hand states such as 
Assam (1:26), Himachal Pradesh (1: 23), 
Karnataka (1:26) and Kerala (1:27) have 
almost an ideal pupil teacher ratio. 


Comparatively, pupil teacher ratio in Upper 
Primary schools (1:38) is better than that in 
Primary schools. Bihar too, has a very high 
pupil teacher ratio even in independent 
Elementary schools (1: 74) while integrated 
Higher Secondary Schools in Bihar have a 
pupil teacher ratio of 1:64. Reasonably, in a 
good number of other states like Assam 
(1:17), Himachal Pradesh (1:14) and 
Uttaranchal (1:21) pupil teacher ratio in 
Elementary schools is satisfactory. 


The percentage distribution of schools with 
pupil teacher ratio above 100 further reveals 
that in as many as 53,809 primary schools, the 
pupil teacher ratio is above 100, which is 8.94 


per cent of the total Primary schools іп the 
country. Extant of such schools is as high as 
31.6 per cent in Bihar, 30.9 per cent in 
Chhattisgarh, 11.9 per cent in Jharkhand and 
24,2 per cent in Uttar Pradesh. Himachal 
Pradesh, Karnataka, Kerala and Tamil Nadu 
had only few such schools in 2003. The 
percentage of schools with pupil teacher 
ratio above 100 further reveals that in other 
school types, the same is a bit lower than 
that in the Primary schools. However, 
significant number of such schools in Bihar, 
Jharkhand, Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal 
had pupil teacher ratio above 100 in 2003. 


Age Profile & Type of Teachers 


The distribution of teachers in different age 
groups and type of teachers by school 
category has also been presented. Below 18, 
18-25, 26-35, 36-45, 46-54 and above 55 years 
are the age groups in which the percentage 
of male and female teachers is presented. 
This has also been presented separately in 
case of the rural areas. Head Teacher, acting 
teacher, para-teacher, part-time teacher, 
community teacher, language teacher etc. 
are the type of teachers according to which 
percentage of male and female teachers by 
School category is presented. The information 
presented can be of great help in 
developing teacher education programmes. 


The average of 461 districts suggests that 
majority of teachers in Primary schools are 
between the age group 26-45 years which is 
also true for other types of schools. A few 
teachers across school type are found to be 
below 18 years of age that is true both for 
male and female teachers. No significant 
difference is noticed in the rural areas also. 
Further, teachers' profile by type of teacher 
and school category suggests that majority 
of the teachers are designated as Teacher 


which is also true for all type of schools. 
Further, it is observed that Community 
teachers are only few. Barring Primary 


schools, language teachers are noticed in all 
other type of schools. Head Teacher and 
Acting Head Teacher are the other two

Both educational as well as 

professional qualifications of teachers across 
school types have been presented. 
Irrespective of the type of school, 
qualification of a good number of teachers 
is below Secondary level. This is also 
applicable even to integrated Secondary 
and Upper Primary attached to Secondary & 
Higher Secondary schools. 


The distribution of Primary school teachers in 
position by qualification further reveals that 
majority of teachers are Higher Secondary 
and below (51.44 per cent). About 4.25 per 
cent teachers are below Secondary and 
another 23.94 per cent have completed 
Secondary level of education. Only 31.36 per 
cent of the total primary school teachers are 
Graduates and another 9.97 per cent are 
Post-Graduates. A few of them even have 
the M.Phil degree. 


Further, it has been observed that as many 
as 13.95 and 21.33 per cent Primary school 
teachers respectively in the states of Assam 
and Himachal Pradesh are below Secondary 
level. Majority of teachers in Assam (54.44 per 
cent) have passed the Secondary level. More 
than 95 per cent teachers in Kerala have 
passed Secondary and other higher levels. 
About 65,18 and 46.30 per cent of the total 
Primary teachers in Tamil Nadu and Andhra 
Pradesh are graduates. One in every fourth 
Primary school teacher in Rajasthan (26.19 
ber cent) and Uttaranchal (25.78 per cent) is 
having a Post-Graduate degree. 


Elementary schools are 
below Secondary level. 
About 29.45 and 12.37 per cent teachers in 
such schools are Graduates and Post- 
Graduates. Majority of Teachers in 
integrated Higher Secondary schools are 
either Graduates (38.71 per cent) or Post- 
Graduates (19.96 per cent). About 38.08 per 
cent teachers in such schools in Uttaranchal 
are Post-Graduates. Majority of teachers in 
independent Upper Primary schools are 
either Graduates or Post-Graduates. About 
39.31 and 36.89 per cent teachers in such 
schools in Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan 
are Post-Graduates. Similar pattern is 
observed in the case of Upper Primary 
integrated with Higher Secondary schools 
too. 


Teachers' profile by professional qualification 
suggests that about 19.38 & 42.21 per cent 
male and 9.00 & 17.19 per cent female 
teachers are B.Ed or equivalent respectively 
at the Primary and Upper Primary stage of 
education. In states such as Andhra Pradesh, 
Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan, the 
percentage of such teachers is much higher 
than the average of 461 districts. The 
percentage of teachers having M.Ed ог 
equivalent degree is only 1.13 & 2.76 in the 
case of male and 0.66 & 1.28 per cent in the 
case of female teachers respectively at the 
Primary and Upper Primary stages of 
education. A large number of teachers 
across states have also undergone J.B.T, S.B.T 
and other equivalent professional courses. 


Trained Teachers 


Like other indicators, 
percentage of trained teachers 
across all types of schools has 
also presented in case of all the 
eighteen states. It is observed 
that only 44.4 per cent teachers 
in Primary schools have 
received in-service training. The 
percentage of trained male 
and female Primary school 
teachers is 46.3 and 40.9 
respectively. A few states such 
as Andhra Pradesh (62.1 per 
cent), Karnataka (59.2 per 
cent), Kerala (59.1 per cent), 
Uttar Pradesh (57.3 per cent) 
etc, have much higher 
percentage of trained teachers 
than the average of 461 
districts (44.4 per cent), The 
percentage of trained teachers in the states 
of Assam (18.5 per cent), Chhattisgarh (23.7 
per cent), Himachal Pradesh (28.7 per cent), 
Jharkhand (25,6 per cent), Madhya Pradesh 
(29.4 per cent) etc. is very low as the majority 
of primary school teachers in these states are 
untrained. In the other types of schools also, 
percentage of trained teachers is low. Not 
much difference is noticed in the case of 
male and female teachers.

The distribution of para-teachers by school 
category further reveals that 11.03 per cent 
(175 thousand) of the total teachers posted 
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in Primary schools are the para-teachers. 
Significant percentage of para-teachers (to 
total teachers) in Primary schools is observed 
in the states of Andhra Pradesh (11.11 per 
cent), Chhattisgarh (40.57 per cent), 
Himachal Pradesh (22.64 per cent), Madhya 
Pradesh (51.89 per cent) and Rajasthan (31.61 
per cent). Primary schools alone in Rajasthan 
and Madhya Pradesh have 36,593 and 80,509 
para-teachers, which is 20.90 and 45.98 per 
cent of the total para-teachers in Primary 
schools. In rest of the states, the percentage 
of para-teachers in Primary schools is very 
low. 


As has been mentioned, para-teachers are 
not confined only to the Primary schools. A 
good number of other types of schools also 
had para-teachers in 2003. However, majority 
of them have been posted in the Primary 
schools. Their number is more than 50 
thousand in case of Elementary schools, 
which is 5.90 per cent of the total teachers in 
Elementary schools. States of Andhra Pradesh 
(15.43 per cent), Chhattisgarh (17.35 per cent) 
and Madhya Pradesh (37.46 per cent) have а 
high percentage of para-teachers (to total 
teachers) in Elementary schools. On the other 
hand, as many as 18,310 para-teachers were 
posted in independent Upper Primary schools 
which is 8.34 per cent of the total teachers in 
these schools, Chhattisgarh (23.59 per cent) 
and Madhya Pradesh (48.00 per cent) too 
have significant number of para-teachers in 
this category also. Compared to Primary, 
Upper Primary and Elementary schools, 
integrated Higher Secondary and Upper 
Primary attached to Secondary & Higher 
Secondary schools have only a few para- 
teachers. In both the types of these schools, 
about 8 thousand para-teachers were 
appointed in 2003, which is 4.49 and 2.76 per 
cent of the total teachers in these schools. 


Qualifications of Рага- 
teachers 


The distribution of para- 
teachers by school category 
reveals that para-teachers 
are better qualified than 
regular teachers. More than 
half of the para-teachers (56.02 per cent) are 
graduates and above, compared to which 
51.44 per cent Primary school teachers are 
below Higher Secondary level. Only 48.56 per 
cent Primary school teachers are graduate 
and above. On the other hand, of the total 
198 thousand para-teachers, only 2.44 per 
cent are below Secondary, compared to 
which 4.25 per cent Primary school teachers 
are below Secondary level. About 9.97 per 
cent Primary school teachers are Post- 
Graduates as compared to 17.38 per cent 
para-teachers. A few para-teachers are even 
M.Phil holders. 


The state-specific distribution of para- 
teachers by qualifications suggests that a few 
states have higher percentage of teachers 
below Secondary level than the average of 
461 districts (2.44 per cent). Assam (6.73 per

cent), Rajasthan (6.40 per 
cent), Himachal Pradesh 
(7.45 per cent) etc. are а 
few such states.

Pradesh (1.02 per cent), 
Orissa (1.48 per cent), Uttar Pradesh (0.87 per 
cent) and Uttaranchal (0.80 per cent) have 
lower percentage of para-teachers below 
the Secondary level. Similarly, in a number of 
states, para-teachers with Secondary are 
much higher in percentage than the national 
average of 9.19 per cent. Assam (34.64 per 
cent), Bihar (34,92 per cent), Jharkhand (35.53 
per cent), Karnataka (29.69 per cent) and 
Tamil Nadu (20.36 per cent) are a few such 
states. Little less than half of the para- 
teachers in Orissa are Graduates (48.22 per 
cent). Andhra Pradesh (38.77 per cent), 
Himachal Pradesh (38.17 per cent) and 
Rajasthan (40.99 per cent) also have a good 
number of Graduate para-teachers. In 
Madhya Pradesh, about 24.05 per cent para- 
teachers are Post Graduates. Chhattisgarh 
too has a good number of Post-Graduate 
para-teachers (26.96 per cent).
